REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS 
To the Voters: 


The school directors come to the close of the year 
with the largest deficit they have ever reported. The 
receipts from taxes are $2,884.12 less than in the previous 
year because of the new law. This has created a condi- 
tion of affairs of which the directors had no warning and 
which they had no reason to anticipate. The increase in 
the expenses of the schools is less than one-half of the 


apparent deficit shown on the books and is due almost 
entirely to necessary repairs undertaken at the Academy 
under orders of the State Fire Marshall and at several 
rural schools to prevent serious deterioration of the 
property. The school directors are not prepared to make 
a recommendation for the appropriation for school pur- 
poses the coming year. They have no way of knowing 
the amount which may be raised under the working of 
the new law which has so handicapped them the past year. 
Carefully budgeting their needs for the coming year, the 
directors feel that they will need approximately $42,000 
for school expenses. This includes payment on notes and 
interest, the repairs at the Academy and the standardiza- 
tion of the rural school at Morristown Corners. We may 
expect at least $3,500 from the state in rebates and aid, 
and approximately $2,000 from tuitions and other sources. 
We therefore ask for an appropriation which wil] net us 
the balance of $36,500 for school purposes.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Morrisville, Vt., January 22, 1927. 
To the Board of School Directors of Morristown: 


In my fifth report as superintendent of the schools of 
Morristown, I wish to express once more to the members 
of the school board and to the patrons of the school, my 
appreciation of the hearty support which is given to the 
schools. 

I believe that we are doing more efficient work, in the 
rural schools, in the graded schools and in the high school 
than we were doing five years ago, and if this is true it is 
because of this support which we have received. 

It is always considered good business to retain 
employees who are doing satisfactory work, and it may 
be of interest to you to know that the 28 teachers now 
employed in Morristown will have completed 165 years of 
service to the town at the close of the year. This makes 
an average of three and three-fourths years for each 
teacher. One-fourth of our teachers are beginners in 
Morristown, the middle half average to have taught two 
and one-half years, while the seven teachers who have 
served longest in town have totalled 62 years. When I 
first entered the work of supervision in Vermont, it was 
the custom to hire teachers for one term except in the 
secondary schools and there a change during the year was 
not infrequent. Now our teachers remain in the rural 
schools for two, three, four years, and sometimes longer. 
I think this is an indication of a more professional attitude 
on the part of the teacher and I believe that it should be 
the policy of the board to retain teachers in schools as 
long as possible, provided the work is satisfactory. 

I am very much pleased to have two superior schools 
in Morristown and I trust that we shall be able to continue 
this work in rural schools. It is certainly true that where 
these improvements have been made, the community take 
a much more vital interest in the school and the pupils 
do a much higher class of work when the school is stand- 
ardized. 
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Karly this fall a survey was made of our graded school 
by a group of educators under the direction of the National 
Committee for Mental Hygiene. The results of this inves- 
tigation were very satisfactory and Dr. Chamberlain, who 
had charge of the survey, was greatly surprised at the 
fact that the children of our schools were practically free 
from trouble from tonsils and adenoids. This, of course, 
was due to the fact that we have had medical inspection 
for several years and the accompanying clinics, which have 
taken care of our children who were afflicted with these 
troubles. I wish to say, at this time, that I believe medi- 
cal inspection for the schools is a paying investment for 
the town. Fifty percent of the children who are retarded ; 
in school are held back because of sickness, quarantine, 
poor eye-sight or some physical defect. The average cost 
for schools per pupil is about $70.00. With over 600 
pupils in town, 20 retarded would not be a large number, 
but 20 retarded unnecessarily is a waste of $1,400. 

The total number of pupils registered in town for the 
fall term is as follows: Peoples Academy: Senior High 
142; Junior High 70; Grade VI 32; Grade V 32; Grade 
IV 36; Grade III 43; Grade II 35; Grade I 40; South Ran- 
delph 22; Corners 23; Mud City 21; Tyndall 9; North 
Laporte 13; Cheney 8; North Randolph 17; Elmore Road 
13; Cole Hill 26; Lamson 9; Cadys Falls 22; Plains 15. 
Total 628.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


A survey of the last 12 months indicates a prosperous 
year so far as results can be measured by statistics. The 
increase in educational work which is, after all, the most 
important feature of library service is gratifying. The 
work with the schools is given in the summary below, while 
each week brings a variety of calls from citizens for 
material or information on many different subjects. 


The main feature of the work may be summarized as 
follows: Total circulation, 17,653, an increase of 10 per- 
cent over last year. New borrowers, 79, an increase of 
24 percent over last year. Books used in schools, 2,091, 
an increase of 17 percent over last year. Number of 
books purchased, 256. 


In addition to those purchased gifts have been made 
by 11 different donors, the largest number being presented 
by Justice George M. Powers and Miss Carrie Powers, who 
gave much of the reference library of the late H. H. 
Powers. 


The per capita circulation for the town is six and two- 
tenths. The total number of catalogued volumes is 5,573.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Board of School Directors of Morristown: 


I wish once more to express to the members of the 
School Board and to the patrons of the school, my appre- 
ciation of the hearty support which is given to the schools 
of Morristown. In spite of the many interruptions which 
we have had in the last few months, our work is going 
along very well and we have a very fine corps of teachers 
in our schools. 

With the assurance of a new building in the near 
future, we are looking forward to a bigger and better high 
school, but it is, after all, the teachers and not the build- 
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ing and equipment that is responsible for the product of 
the school. 


I have asked for the last three years that one rural 
school a year be standardized and we now have, or will 
have shortly, three superior schools in Morristown. The 
state department is asking that we take as our slogan, 
“All Schools Standard by 1930.” That would be impos- 
sible in Morristown and in many other places where there 
are many rural schools, but in some towns in the state, 
where they have been striving to get all schools standard, 
the community itself has assumed the responsibility of 
standardizing the school. In the town of Craftsbury, 
where all of the rural schools have been standardized, the 
money for this purpose has been largely raised by the 
school district. 


Schools thus standardized are used for community 
gatherings and greater interest is created in the school 
because the community feels that-they have an ownership 
in it. | 

I feel that with the added expenses of the coming year, 
I would not be justified in asking for the amount we have 
spent in the last three years to standardize schools, but 
if we could, perhaps, appropriate a thousand dollars to help 
two schools, provided that they will undertake to help, 
as they are doing’ in other towns, we might carry on our 
program of standardization.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Judged by ordinary library standards the past 12 
months have been a banner year at the Morristown Cen- 
tennial Library. The total circulation of books has been 
19,328, an increase of nine percent over any previous year, 
an average of 63 books daily, though on November 12, 
180 were loaned. This makes a per capita circulation of 
six and eight-tenths, which is a creditable showing. 

There are now 654 registered patrons of the library, 
not including non-resident students at Peoples Academy 
and summer residents. Of this number 77 were added 
the past year. A survey of the village schools the first of 
September showed that in Grade III 76 percent of the 
pupils were borrowers; Grade IV, 93 percent; Grade V, 8&6 
percent; Grade VI, 87 percent; Grade VII, 93 percent; 
Grade VIII, 100 percent; Peoples Academy, 100 percent. 
This seems to indicate that the young people make use of 
the library advantages offered them. An effort is made 
to equalize the opportunity of the pupils of the rural 
schools through books taken by the teachers and kept at 
the schoolhouse. Two thousand forty-eight books have 
been loaned for school use the past year. 

The library has added 439 books, of which 106 were 
given. One hundred fifty-seven have been discarded, 
making a net gain of 282. The total number of catalogued 
volumes is now 5,855. If greater care was taken, the 
same care a borrower would take of his own property, 
books would remain in an attractive condition a much 
longer time and there would be no need of so many 
replacements. 

In addition to the gifts of books, the Woman’s Club 
increased its annual appropriation for the magazines to 
$30.00, a gift which is much appreciated. A valuable 
addition is the purchase of more than 40 volumes of the 
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local newspapers, beginning in 1860, with the Lamoille 
Newsdealer and continuing down to the News and Citizen. 
It is hoped to obtain a few copies to make these files com- 
plete and then when they are bound they will be a mine 
of information to the student of local history.

To the Citizens of the Town of Morristown: 


Except for whooping cough and chickenpox, there were 
few communicable diseases for the past year in Morris- 
town. 


Two families were quarantineed for scarlet fever in 
January. Several contacts were quarantined for a period 
of seven days, but there were no other cases. 


During the flood period there were about 200° vac- 
cinated against typhoid fever. We were very fortunate 
that no epidemic started at that time. Although Morris- 
town did not have much flood debris, a great many of her 
citizens worked in the flooded areas, where the possibili- 
ties of disease were great. 


The tonsil and adenoid clinic did not care for as many 
children as usual this year. Unless there is a call for it, 
we may not hold one this year. 


Health conditions are good at the present time.
